The worUing expenses for tho year 
amounted to 61.91 per cent, of the gross 
earnings, and the net earnings to .'iS.Oli per 
cent., us compared >vith Gi.'. tO and 31). 'JU per 
cent, respectively 'in 18H9. The earningo 
and worlting expense! for the New Uruns- 
wick II. R. are included from September 1. 
The earn Iriga and working e.xpenacH of the 
youtlieiiatern railway, whieli ia worked by 
the coiupuny for account of the trustees, 
are not included. The earnings per paasen- 
Hfr per mile are 1.7-1 cents, and per ton of 
freight per mile 0.84 cents, ua against 1.78 
and 0.91 respectively in 1889.

sion of sidings 'J' for mines, manu- 
facturing establlshmentB nnd other in- 
dustries on the comptiny's linos is 
alono a largo item in the improvements ac- 
count. To provide for the rapidly increas- 
ing traffic, largo additions to the rolling 
stock must "be made during the current 
year, as the company's equipment is already 
taiced beyond its capacity. It is the policy 
of your direotors to continue tlie improve- 
ments in tho order of their importi.ncc, and 
as rapidly iia the work cm be d ine witli ad- 
vantage. The money alreaiiy expcmled in 
this way bus broiiglit large rotiiriia both in 
econoiny of working nnd increased traffic. 
Nothing should he permitted to delay the 
furtlier improveineiita whioli aro cnntem- 
plateil, and wliicli will proiluci; equally sat- 
isfactiiry and prolitiible rfbults. 

The exteiiaioii nf the Ont.irio and Quebec 
system from London, Ont., lo Windsor und 
Detroit, ui.a opened for tiatliu in .luiic, and 
the reanlts have been very satiafiictory, not- 
withstanding a scarcity of rolling stock. 
During the past year tho .Souris branch was 
extended from .Souris to Hartiicy, 1G4 iiiili s, 
and the grading ia complete to .Melila, 
21)1 niiks beyond. A aeclinn of 27 inilea of 
a lateiiil branch of the Souris line was com- 
pleted frnin (jlenlioro westward, 21..'} miles, 
and graded ."j 7 miles beyond. Within a 
few weeks tho first 100 miles of tho Souris 
branch system will be completed, und it is 
the intention of yon r directors, as autl.oriz- 
ed at last auiutal meeting, to push the tnain 
line of tho Souris branch forward to the 
coal titbla in .Soutli-Kaitorn Assiniboia, an 
additional distance of about 70 miles. It is 
also the intention to make a conneiotion .be-: 
twcen tho present torniini>8 of: the. Sbuth- 
W estcrn branch at Beloraine and the, Spuria 
branch at Melita, 23. miles, this connection 
being necessary for oonvenieiice in -working 
tho Railway and-'fpr tho^distribution of 
coals friim the . Souris .fields throughout 
Southern Manitoba, . Th4 extension - of the 
S 'uris branch is urgently -rwuired for. the 
relief of the munyaettlers til Sa!ath>Wes.Mra 
Manitoba and South- Western - Assini- 
boia, who are out of reach of a 
market to dispose of their products. 
It ia also required for the protection of the 
company's interest in that quarter, und for 
tlie developmont of an important section of 
its laud grant. A graut of 0,400 acres per 
mile of the railway has been secuied from 
the Dominion Government in aid of these 
extensions, and the Province of Manitoba 
has granted further aid in money. The 
(Ja'Appelle, Long Lake und Saskatchewan 
ruilwiiy, which was referred to in the last 
annual report as having been completed to 
a point 1.50 miles northwesterly from 
Regina, waa extended during the year to 
Prince Albert, on the North Suaketchewan 
river— an additional di-stauce of 100 miles. 
Til's line is held by your company under 
lease for six years without rental, und your 
company has an option to purchase it at the 
end of I hit time. The Calgary and I'Mmon- 
ton R. R., w: ich will be held by your com- 
pany on the same t^rnis, was completed 
during the year from Calgary north- 
ward 9.3 miles, and will lie extended 
lo Kilmimton, a distance of !17 miles, 
during tho present season. It is also c:- 
tendtil southward from Cu'gary to Fort jMe 
Leod 1 10 miles, aod about SO miles of this 
section are expected to be completed before 
the end of this year. 

There are alreudv large settlements in 
the Prince Albert, Edmonton and .McLeod 
district j, and the branch lines reaching 
them will at once develope a considerable 
tr.iffic, and make immediately available for 
settlement extensive' areas of your laud. 
The Columbia' and Kootenay railway 
(leased to. your ' Company), in perpetuity 
connsdling 'the navigable waters of tlie 
Columbiaand Kootenay Mining District, ia 
now practically completed, buban important 
traffic waits its . opening. The work on 
the Mission branch was not pushed forward 
until late in the past year bcciuso of tho 
delay in the completion of the Ainerioan 
lines, approachini; fiom the South, with 
wliicdi it waa intended to connect. Tlie 
conneelion has now been made, und con- 
tinuous riiilwaycoimiiunicution is established 
between British Columbia and the Galf of 
California, by which all the important 
cities ol the Pacific Coast have been con- 
nected. One other branch line remains to 
be made during the present year, the 
Temi.-cainiiiquo railway, exleiiding from 
.MuttiWii, Ont., ti) tho Ottaw.i river, iiorth- 
wnrd to Lake I'tniiscauiiiiqne und 
K ppawa, 4.")1 miles (als i reaching the 
important timber couiii ry iu Kasterii Can- 
ada.) This line is already in operation, in 
short sections, and a very largo aniount of 
traflic awaits its completion. iioth the Do- 
minion Oo'voi nnuiit and the Covoriiimnt of 
Quebec hive grauleil liberal aid in money 
towards its construciion, and its control by 
your coin|iany is deemed of such in portance 
by your directors, that, they will ask your 
lutbority for its acquisition and complelioii.

He had come here, he said, just for a run, 
and did not propose to make an extended 
stay; but could sxy tint, so fur as he and 
his wife were coacernod, they regretted that 
their arrangements necessitated their, im- 
mediate departure. Having made minute 
jnqoirieB as to tho appro icliing Queen's 
■Birthday celebrations, Mr. Crocker 
marked that ho should be very much pleased 
were it in any way convenient to purtioi- 
pato with the people of British Columbia 
in their festivity. r 
' Referriny to linanoial matters, ho stated 
that money was plentiful at Sau Francisco, 
and prime conimoroiul paper could be ne- 
gotiati d at us low as 44 on ^ call; titne loans 
5 and 5.i per cent, j and thirty and 
sixty day commoroial_ paper six to 
seven per cent. With regard to the em- 
ployment of San Franoisco- money in invest- 
mttnts outside of the country all of it that 
was available could be readily disposed of. 
Indeed local real estate investments re- 
turned six, seven and eight per cent, clear. 
Very great sums of money were at present 
on di'p .bit in tho Savings Banks, whose se- 
curity led nnnibeis other than people of 
small means to make use of them. They re- 
turned dividndrf of fiiur-und-a-balt to five 
per cent, without any trouble on the part of 
the depositor, and numl/eis, other than men 
of limited means, were— to avoid a violation 
of the law limiting the amount that might 
be deposited in one bank— a ccustonied to 
place their funds in a number of leliabli- 
saeiiigs instil utions, thus seriously inter- 
fering with the business of the com- 
mereial banks, and more or less 
limiting the scope of individual en- 
terprise. Two of the most jiopular of 
the tavinga banks —the Uermania and the 
Hibernii.n — had each, at the pnaent time, 
over ?'2(),000,(J()0 in ibeir cu-tody, which 
would strike any one as being an imnu'nac 
amount to be so disposed uf. .Si^n Fran- 
cisco hud, (luring ibe time of the liuving's 
Bank difficulty, been more or less linan- 

• olally hampered, and tho tightness had 
beeii increased by the fact that millions ot 
money were required towards the end of 
the yiar to pay taxes. That money had 
been taken nut of circulation and placed 
in the State treasury, wheie it had re- 
mained idle for q considerable period, at a 

'. most inconvenient season. Tin.' system 
was, however, being changed, so that these 

. taxes became payable, one-half in July, and 
the other in December. This would tend 
to make money less tight at the end of the 
year. San Francisco had surmounted all 
the diffioultie3,but, he understood that some, 
of the Sound cities had not been so fortun- 
ate. However, the prospects all along the 
Coast were excellent.,. 
The b^sinesa piaaapects of San Francisco 
' were ^ieadid, tbefruit crop wus expected 
to be the largest,, and, with improved 
methods of cultnration and gathering, wus 
likely to be the best ever obtuiaed from the 
point of view of quality. The wheatiiorop 
was hardly likely to come ijp to eicpecta- 
tions, but as a compensation for ■ that there 
would be augniBute I prices. There was no 
(jucstion as to the market which there- was 
for all that California arid the Paeific Coast 
could produce. The fact had bisen that for 
the increased products there, had been en- 
larged markets, and values, if they had not 
improved, had fully held their own. From 
all directions came inquiries continually as 
to Califi'rnia fruit< and wines, which had 
made their own reputation wherever they 
had found their way. The beet root sugar 
industry was an extensive and a growing 
one, and though the import duties on cane 
sugar had been removed, the Messrs. 
Oxnard had established a very extensive 
fajlory at Chino, in the southern 
part "of tho Stale. Moreover, Clans 
Spreckles ha<l his large heet sugar 
establishment at Walsonville, wlierea great 
deal of sugar wa.s turned out. Of course, 
beet sugar on this coast, in cump"tition 
witli the cane product, wus an experiment 
that hud to be tlioroiighly tested, 
and the mon who «cre engnged 

• in it would do all they couUl to make ii suc- 
ceed. . They had not hesiuited to end)ark 

' thuir capital in very considerable amounts. 

He had not paid much attention to the 
seal fishing controversy, the importance of 
which ho fully recognized, but he looked for 
a satisf ictory outconio before very long. 

The question of railways was everywhere 
a great one. In this respect Sun Francisco 
\va8 riither wanting, but she wm stretching 
out her arms in all directions; she was 
liguring on other connections, and bonuses, 
inducemenis and rights of way were being 
oireicd 10 secure them. He had nothing to 
say with n speel to the proposed railways 
into Victoria ; but, from what he knew of 
her people, he did not think they wouUl 
be content to be left behind. Tho puoplo 
of San Francisco, lie must admit, looked 
upon the railway and steamship connections 
and extensions of the Canadian I'aeitic 
Railway with some apprehension, as 
tending to interfere with aud 
direst' what they had been accus- 
tomed to icgar.l as their trade. While 
in ihat city, the I'reaident of the United 
Stales had, forcibly, discussed llic siibjecl.

J PROPOSAL. 

Mr. M. C. Cameron lina introduced a 
■' ■ea-iure, the objtct of v hicli is to give 
man uccu-!ed of crime the privilege of ttbti- 
iying in their own behnlf. It seems to us 
to be according to the x'rinciples of justice 
to allow the accused person to speak for 
fcimself. " Whiit Imvc you got to miy for 
yourself is tlio (lUCBlioii thut sugKCsti 
itself to every cue who beivrs a cliurge of 
•vil-doing made against uiiolher. The pro- 
cedure which prevents the man, agaiubt 
Whom the charge is brotight, saying all that 
he con any in reply, and that in the wuy 
best calculated to impress those who hi ar 
hill], appears to us to lo uiifnir and un- 
reiiauniible. ll, ia olijeclc.l tlml if iirisoiiiiis 
are phiccd on the witness stami and sworn, 
tlio gi eut majority of them will be sure to 
perjure themseWes. Well, lot ihem do so 
if they will. If they say what is false it 
will not be difficult to denionatrato the 
falsohnod of their testimony. The ohimcus 
are that the elumsy attempts of a guilty 
mau to cUar himself will further the ends of 
justice by making hia guilt more easily 
proved. If, on the other hand, ho is 
,innocent, he, knowing more about 
his own acts than any one else, 
»iay throw a light upon the cueo thai it, 
would be imposMble for any mere witne>s 
to do. And should not this chance he al- 
lowed the man acousod'of an offence thathn 
did not commit.? 

It is - objected that if this privilege were 
extended to men charged with crime, tbeie 
•would be a pretuuipt;on against the m-in 
who would decliui! to avnil himself of it. 
Wo do not see that there is a great deal of 
Sharm ia that. Innocent men and womt-n 
would be so glad of having the chance to 
tell their own story in their own way, ihat 
.'icaii-ely oneout of a thousand of then. «ould 
refuse to testify in his own case, and the 
reiusoii for that one's refimul would he so 
evident that the jury would bo prepared to 

■ nake every allowance for him. The pre- 
''snniplion of guilt which the refuaul to 

testify would raise agiiinat the^ man who 
had committed the crime for whiuU he was 
tried would not bo unfair to hiin. The ob- 
ject of the trial is not to give him a cliunte 
to esc ipe, hut to find out whether he is guilty 
or not. He w^uld have a fair trial, aud if 
there was evidence enough lo prove 
him guilty, the "presumption" would not 
huve any weight one way or the 
other. If the evidence was defective 
and not suflicient to bring the crime home 
to him, he would have to be acquitted in 
spite of any. impressioL. which his refusal 
to enter the witness box might make on the 
minds of the jury. 

We are strongly of opinion that the ends 
of justice would be best served by allowing 
all aeoiiHcd men to give evidence on oath in 
their own cases. The time was when, in 
otvil suits, a man could not be a witness in 
a case in which he was interested, either as 

■ -plaiutlfT or defendint. That restriution 
has been taken uw.iy, and much gmid and 
T'ery little harm has been the result. Jf a 
111 ui i.-i i)i'riiiil'efl to te:itify in his own ease 
iu which, it niiy be, only a few paltry do'- 

. lars are involved, surely, there are more and 
stronger reasons for his being allowed the 
same privilege when his character, his 
liberty, or his life, ia at stake. 

JIIIITISJJ LIBERTT. 

Thi! difTerene'f between liberty in Great 
r.ritiiin .mil liberty in Franco and Oerrnany 
is illustrated by two recent incidents, 
accounts of which lately appeared iu our 
telegraphic columns. Those accounts tell 
IIS that u peasant of Lorraine was arrested, 
brought before a magi.^trato and fined, for 
the serious criine of whistling a tunc, which 
was Huppoaocl to be the Marseillaise, and 
that .\lr. Cuiiuinghaiii (Jralium, a nieinber 
of the British Pttrliament, was ordered to 
leave France, because some of the speeches 
he delivered there were adjudged by the 
authorities to bo socialistic. Now, in (jreat 
Briliiin, or in any place where ISrilish law 
is iu fin-'ie ami the British spirit prevails, 
men may whistle, play, or sing what tuuea 
' they please and, aS long as they refrain 
from overt acta of treason and from inciting 
men to couiieit d .'eds of violence, they may 
preach all siu-ts of cloelrincs, i-eligious, 
HiH'i.vl and political, with perfect impu- 
nity. As a matter of fact, in 
the parks and on the sijuares and in 
, public halls of London a^d every other town 
, in. the throe Wlngdi'ims speeches are nude in 
fttvor of ri'puhliciinisni and every form of 
snciali.^in without let or hinilranci! on tin 
part of the iuilhoi-itiea. As fur wlii^tliii'j 
luul liarnl pl-iy^iig, there is no forbid lei 
music of any kind iu the British I'lmpir.', 
There are certain . jtutieB pU^ed by^Urani{e- 
men which s'oine Irishmen regard' us oflen 
sivo, and it ui ly !)■! that in a few places and 
on some days playing th"™ is for lidd -n, us 
b.'iiig c ileiilat' d to iirovoke a bre ich nf the 
pi.'iiee. liiiL we are not sure that i bo re 
lation with regard to "'iiirly tunes" is now 
in force in any part of the' British Kmpiro 

Thi-< fr"i'doiii of spooch aud o' action is 
>ot productivo nf evil consequences. Social- 
iiim in Ureal Britain is not regirdod its 
. »l;ou^. D it &oc:ali3Ui, s..tuu>uui.>Ui, aud 



even anarchism flourish ia those countrips 
in whiah repressive laws exist, and have 
existed for u long lime. In British coun- 
tries the socialist is looked upon with mild 
surprise by his acquaintance. Some laugh 
at him, some scold him, some act him down 
as a crank, and others shake their .heads 
over hiin and pronounca the doctrines 
which he preaches dangerous to society ; 
but no one thinks of muddling with him, 
;in.l a great many consider him hardly worth 
r ea.soniiig with. He makes very few con- 
VI rts, anil those on whoiii he does make un 
iinpiesHion are chiefly sentimental social- 
i.sts, who do not dream of putting socialistic 
principles' into practice. 

In Frsnce ond Germany, tho socialist, 
if he ia at all zealous in propagating hia 
opinions, becomes a kind of hero. His 
teachings are tabooed, and, in trying to 
make converts, he runs some risk. We 
rend that stolen waters are sweet, and on 
something like the same principle there is a 
charm to niany ahoiit doctrines and opin- 
i ms that ore condemned by those in au- 
thority. This is why repression has helped, 
and not hiirlered, the spread of socialistic 
views in t'ouliiieulal Europe. 

Ml n have Ijcen a very long time in 
learning the lesson that opinion cannot be 
killed by authority. Where discussion ia 
free, error and mischievous foolishness are 
soon exptoed. If there ia gocul in any new 
view it will survive tho freest iliacussion, 
and will vindicate its right to be adopted. 
Tiie British system is, therefore, tho best — 
the best for society and the best 
tor the truth. As for the whistling 
buiiiness, when the time comes that whistl- 
ing a tune ia eonsiilered ilaiigerou.s to the 
i'liHliire of Cire.1t Britain, thoughifnl men 
will be warranted in concluding that its fall 
is not far off.

KOT SO USELESS. 

The Kodak is not so useless a toy as some 
censorious and cynical p?raons declare it to 

be. It can be made useful, and u snap shot 
may be pro.iuclive of good re.--ult3 of eoii- 
siilerable importance. This was proved the 
other day in this Doniiiiiou of Canada. A 
woman cnteri d a hank aud presented some 
bills to be cashed. Her manner raised sus- 
picion in tho minds of the officials, and, 
without her hi'ing aware of it, her likeness 
Wiis taken by an amateur photngraplu r. 
The picture so taken led to the diseoveiy of 
tho perpetnitiMS of a crime tint hml been 
ooinmitled some time previously in the 
United States. A farni-houso in Ohio had 
been enured, by burglar8,"who took from it 
some twelve thonf and dollars in cash. The 
woman whose likeness had been furtively 
t iken was tho wife of one of the burglars. 
Tho picture, falling into tlie liandi of the 
detectives, in search of the thieves, she was 
immediately recognized, and thus a clue to 
the perpetrators of the crime was gained. 
Had it not boon for this picture tho guilty 
men would have enjoyed their plunder in 
se-urity, and their impunity would have 
encouriigeil otiier men to eoniinit other and 
perhaps greater crimes. Hero a field of 
usefulness is opened up for kodaks and 
those who use ihoni. Those who are in- 
clined to laugh at amateur photngraphers

It ia said tliat be 
is prep ared to give a princely sum to carry 
1 1« Jews and their effects to the Argentine 
Rc.mblic, or to some other part of South 
A ll' rica, whcie they will settle on the land 
and (-nj'iy all the advantages which tht.t 
sjileniliil country holds out to the indus- 
trious immignint und all the righti and 
privileges of free men. 

Either scheme is a noble ono, and, if car- 
ried out, would bo of incalculable benefit to 
the sufTeriiig people.

THE KENTUOKT DEItBT. 

LouisviLLK, May 12. — ^Nover before in 
the history of racing at Churchill Downs 

has auch a crowd assembled in Louisville m 
the day before tho Derby. Every hotel is 
crowded to the corridors, and all day 
pal ties of ahelterleaa stningera have wan- 
dered from one hotel to another, and, after 
exhuuating the Hat, have had to turn to 
bearding hoiiaes and private reaideucea with 
an appeal for an abiding place. Down at 
tho Turf K-fchange, where there was suf- 
focating a crowd to-night, Charley Stiles 
shouted: "What am I offered for choice in 
the Derby ?" 

" Two hundred dollars," shouted a man 
from Lexington. 

"I'll make it $,")00," said a young man 
from Cincinnati, who secured the pool and 
named Kingman, 

Second choice was Balgowan at $230, and 
half a dozen men men were ready to t ike 
Georgetown for third choice at $200. Hart 
Wallace went at ?70, and Entry, Poet, 
Scout and High Taritf for theaamo amount. 
Vallera brought up the rear at $50 offered 
tor his chances. Of the jockeys who are to 
ride to-morrow's gteat race, Murphy is to 
ride Kingman ; Britton will wear the 
stars and stripes that Vallera carries. The 
riders for others are probloniatio. It is 
likely that Overton will have tho mount 
on IJalgowan and Tom Kelly on George- 
town. 

The aeutiineut ao far as the public is con- 
cerned is.all for Kingman, but a few good 
horsemen favor Georeetdnrn on the ground 
that he outdasseB the others in his 2-year- 
o'd form and that he 'comes to bis post in 
the pink of condition, Wherms Kingman's 
fine edge has been dulled by two hard races 
in the past week at Lexington, . It. is, not 
thought that public favor wlU* justify the 
backing of either Balgowan or Vallera to 
beat Kingman, and tho chances of the 
others, Poet, ijcout and High Tariff, arc 
an unknown, lightly-considered quantity. 
The indications to-night are that tho day 
will be pleasant and the truck fast. Rarely 
in the history of tho race hia its result been 
so difficult to predict.

Derby day broke cold and threatening, 
but shortly before noon tho hovering black 
clouds gave way to warm sunshiue, and 
when tho bugle called tlie contestants to the 

f)ost for the inauguration race, the standa, 
own, betting-ring and free field were fliled 
with an eager, pushing crowd. A conaer- 
ative judge eatirnuted tho number of 
visitors at not less than '20,(K)0. The track 
is fast. Tho Derby was won by Kingman, 
Biilgowan second. High Tariff third.

Fireworks on Pennsylvania Moan- 
tains at Night— Heavy Losu 
to Farmers. 



Deuse Smoke Hangs Over tlie Straits 
of Macltinac-'l houaanda of People 
FrayiiifiT for Rain. 

West SurunioB, Wis., Muy 12 — Fanaecl 
by winds, the forest Area near this city urc 
jji-aduftlly encroaohing , upon the suburbs. 
, lo-day the fires in the iieighborliood of 
■' South Superior assumed forniiduble shape, 
•nd several hu.idred people fought the 
flames this afternoon. Fkea ' are buEBUlg 
•long the Omulia road. 

ChbbptoaN, Mich., May 12.— Fires are 
doiiig considerable damage in the interior. 
Mucli property has been destroyed, includ- 
ing burns, houses and standing timber. 
Unless rain soon comes the diuujge will be 
great. The city is wrapped in dense suiokc, 
and Mackinac straits are bo densely over- 
hung with smoke as to seriously impede the 
progress'of all bouts. Several Imndcts are 
iii UBDger. . 

Brllepohtb, Pa., May 12.— The damage 
done' by .forest fires raging through the 
couiilry hui been enormous. All along the 
Buffalo ' Run niilroiul the fire has burned 
luiles aiid niiloa of fence, oicliiirds end 
Talnable standing uncut timber. Much farm 
property has been destroyed. The losses 
willrun into hundreds 'of thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Hdntinoton, Pa., May 12.- Oyer 4,000 
ncres'of valuable- timbar. land are aflame 
■within a nidius of seven miles of this 
place, and in distant parts of the county 
the woodland in being swept away at an 
alarming rate. The mountain fires are be- 
yond human control, and can be extia- 
guialied only by rainfall. The farmers in 
the whole burning district have sustained 
immense los.s to fencing, and hundreds of 
acres of growing grain are ruined. Many 
farm buildings aie threatened. 

LuDiNOToN, Mich., May 12.- Some people 
who lived in Walkervillc before the fire 
struck them, arrived here in a wretched 
state. They say it is impossible to tell how 
many of the inhabitants escaped alive, but 
they fear many died in the woods, where 
they lied for si.feiy. The village had 800 
inhiibitiinls, and no one knows where more 
than half of this nund)er is at present. Ru- 
mors of large loss of life at other points 
come in, but verification is impossible. 
This entire country will be swept unless 
ruin comes to-day. 

Whitk Cluod, Mich., Muy 12.— The five 
upper townships of this county have been a 
surging sea of fire ever since Sumlay, and it 
is believed not a single small hamlet is lelt. 
A number of freight cars and logging trains 
;ire aUo burned. 

Mi'.cin.NiC'siiinui, Pa., Muy 12.--Disas- 
trons fori-st, fiics huve swept over the moun- 
tain lunds of this county since la<t Monday, 
and are still raging. Fully 10,000 acres <if 
valuable timoi r binds are burned over. The 
valnahlo mining property of Ale.x. Under- 
wood, near Dilishurg, is ilcstroyed. The 
losses by fire already exceed Sl.'iO.OOO. 

Uoi.UTH, May 13. — Forest fires are raging 
in every direction near here und great 
damage has been done. The Duluth fire 
department was called to Lester Park to- 
duy, and hud hard work to save the place 
from destruction. It is reported that much 
farm property Las been, destroyed and that 
there is more in danger.
